Queenstown, Feb. 26.—The British steam- 
Ship Rappahannock, Capt. Berg, from New- 
port News, Va., Feb. 15, for Liverpoo!, passed 
Kinsale tonight, and signaled that on Feb. 
21, in latitude’ 45, longitude 41, it sighted a 
steamship towing another steamship with 
shaft broken, supposed to be the Cambrian, 
bound from London for New York. The 
Rappahannock also signaled that it encoun- 
tered bad weather throughout. ' 

The steamship Assyrian, which arrived at 
Halifax on Thursday, reported that it fell in 
with the disabled Cambrian on Feb. 16 in 
latitude 46—34, longitude 40—26. The hawser 
broke that day, and again the following day, 
when the Assyrian lost sight of the Cam- 
brian. 

A steamship with shaft broken, believed to 
be the Cambrian, was spoken on Feb. 18 in 
latitude 45, longitude 41, the same position in 
which the disabled vessel Was sighted on the 
2lst.

LARGEST SPECTROSCOPE EYER MADE. 


New Instrument Just Completed At 
Allegheny for the Use of a 
German Scientist. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 26.—The largest 
spectroscope in the world was completed 
yesterday by Prof. John A. Brashear, the 
famous astronomer of Allegheny, for Dr. 
Hans Hauswaidt, a wealthy scientist of 
Magdeburg, Germany. The big instrument 
will be used in physical researches, and is 
expected to assist in many important dis- 
coveries. 

The powerful concave grating of the in- 
strument is twenty-one feet long, and will 
require a room about twenty-five fleet square 
in which to operate it. 

The grating to be used on the spectroscope 
has a six-inch aperature, and is ruled with 
110,000 lines. So accurate are these lines 
ruled that there is no difference any greater 
than three-millionths on an inch between 
any of them. This instrument is so power- 
ful that, whereas an ordinary spectroscope 
would show from 100 to 200 lines belonging 
to the spectrum of iron, this instrument will 
reveal more than 2,000.

Gomez crossed the Sangua-Cienfuegos road 
at Lajas, but a few leagues south of Santa 
Clara, his vanguard of 1,500 Cubans, led by 
Brigadier Alexander Rodriguez, crossing 
Hanabana River and entering Matanzas

The most important engagement for a fart- 
night was fought near Guanajay. The 
Spanish losses were 300 or more killed or 
wounded, while the patriots suffered slightly. . 
in comparison. The Spaniards, who were 
under Col. Oses, were marched into an am- 
bush. The Cubans, 2,000 strong, were on 
both sides of a mountain pass into which 
the Spaniards walked. Three ‘hundred 
were Killed, but Weyler reports his loss at 
eight killed and sixty wounded. 

Weyler’s Losses Heavy. 

In the fight at Ceniza Weyler’s losses were 
still heavier, being estimated at 500 killed 
and wounded, but there were far larger 
bodies engaged on either side at Guanajay. 
Two engagements at Calabasas and Cabai- 
quan were directed by Gomes in person, 
but as the Spanish killed and wounded were 
sent to Sancti Spiritus, no definite estimates 
as to results have reached here. | 

Captain-General Weyler arrived here Feb, 
10 from Santa Clara and left on the 15th for 
Sancti Spiritus, each of these marches re- 
sulting in a long running fight from start 
to finish. 

On the 12th part.of Gen. Segura’s Spanish 


Aroyo Blanca, where Gen. Luque had been 
defeated ten days before. Reaching Ceniza, 
Segura found the patriots awaiting under 
Gen. Carrillo and Col. Mirabal. Segura 
charged them with two battalions and was 
defeated and driven back with heavy loss. 
With two fresh battalions he again charged,

Capt. Linn, an American who is in charge 
of Carrillo’s dynamite gun, is credited by 
government officials with Segura’s rout. — 
The gun commanded the defile through 
which the Spaniards advanced and did ter-

GRAND OPERA TO STAY FOUR WEEKS. 


Manager Grau Decides Against the 
Proposition to Take the Singers 
out to One-Night Stands. 


Impressario Grau of Abbey, Schoeffel & 
Grau, limited, announced last night that the 
season of grand opera now in its first week 
at the Auditorium would not be abbreviated, 
but would run its course of four weeks, as 


originally intended. 

This announcement was made after a con- 
ference between Milward Adams of the Au- 
ditorium, Messrs. Grau and Schoeffel, and 
their lieutenants. Then Press Agent Rich- 
ard Neville prepared notices declaring once 
and for all that the company would fill its 
four weeks’ season here despite stories 
to the contrary. 

Said Mr. Grau: “ To make the full sea- 
son is our present decision. We hope for 
a better patronage, believing that our or- 
ganization merits it. We will do ali we can 
to stremgthen the cast, and next week we 
will have Calvé, De Reszke, and Lassalle 
in the cast of ‘Carmen,’ and we will pro- 
duce other novelties.” e 

But Chicago does not know how near it 
came to losing two weeks of the presence 
of the prime donne and the big chorus. 
The Thomas orchestra is a Chicago institu- 
tion and has a contract for four weeks for 
$20,000. On the other hand, the great Calvé, 
the De Reszkes, the massive Plancon, and 
the others had a narrow escape from the 
road.“ The men and women of the chorus 
were in dire fear that they would have 
to “tote” their innumerable and m- 
describable bundles about to one- 
night stands.

There are two De Reszkes, but 
their lines are different, and of Plancons, 
Lassalles, Litvinnes, Fngles, Mantinellis, 
and such they have only one apiece. The 
one-night standers would demand the best 
attractions. The dangers of the road are 
great, and if Calvé or either of the De Resz- 
kes were to catch cold the company would be 
seriously handicapped for the rest of the 
regular season, and for the spring season 
at the Metropolitan in New York. 

So Mr. Grau says the company will, ac- 
cording to present plans, fill out the four 
weeks here, then go to St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, and Boston for a week each, accord -

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MARYELOUS TALES OF ALASKA GOLD. 


North American Trading and Trans- 
portation Company Awaiting Man 
Advices from the Yukon. 
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The North American Trading and Trans- 
poration company, which kas offices in the 
Continental Bank Building in La Salle street, 
is anxiously awaiting the news forwarded 
to them by express concerning the marvel- 
ous gold discoveries in Alaska. Dispatehes 
from the coast announced yesterday that 
the couriers of the company, who brought 
the messages from the Yukon River terri- 
tory, refused to divulge all they knew of the 
discoveries there for fear of starting a stam- 
pede for that region. 

W. W. Weare, one of the members of the 
company, said previous adv. es were that 
the gold discoveries in the Yukon River ter- 
ritory would make that country a new El 
Dorado. Eli Gage, the son of Lyman J. Gage, 
who is now returning from that region, 
wrote that the new discoveries now being 
made near Klondyke were the richest ever 
made on earth.” 

“Ten cents a pan,“ said Mr. Weare, “is 
considered by miners as good pay dirt. In 
the last intelligence we had from our agents 
at Circle City and Fort Cudahy the miners 
are getting out from $6 to $8 a pan. The 
steamers of the North American Tradin 
company run di to the gold flelds, — 
our news from that country is the most 
direct and reliable that can he obtained. 
Messages from officers of our ships say one 
of the latest discoveries in the Klondyke 
region above Circle City is a pay streak 150 
feet long and seven feet wide, from which 
the dirt pans out 85 cents to $1.50 a pan.” 

Mr. Weare sald application will be made 
to the Treasury Department for troops to 
be sent to the Yukon territory. In all the 
great territory of Alaska there are now but 
two representatives of the United States 
Government. These are two revenue in- 
spectors located at St. Michaels and Circle 
City. At Fort Cudahy, on the Canadian 
side, the Dominion Government has a fine 
company of mounted police which keeps 
their side of the line free from the rough 
element, which takes refuge on the Amer- 
ican side. At Circle City 12,000 people spent 
last winter, and the necessity of stationing 
soldiers at that point to protect them from 
the lawless acts of frontier rumans is 
apparent. An endeavor will be made to 
have a two-company post established at 
Circle City.

by Chairman Smyth, spoke as follows: 
“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the

The succeeding two years he passed in Ger- 
many, attending the Universities of Got- 
tingen, Heidelberg, and Berlin, where he 
devoted special attention to tho study of in- 
ternational and Roman law. He came to 
Chicago in 1877 and entered the law office of 
William H. King. The following year he 
was admitted to the bar and began the prac- 
tice of his profession, which he followed con- 
tinuously until he was elected Judge of the 
Superior Court of Cook County in 1898. He 
has always been an ardent Republican, but 
has never before been a candidate for any 
office save the one to which he was elected.

DAVIS PUT THROUGH THE SWEATBOX. 


Alleged Partial Confession Regarding 
the Theft of a $1,878 Check 
from a Mati Box. 


Joseph E. Davis, who was arrested on 
Thursday night by Detectives Stible and 
Buckminster, is said to have made a partial 
confession yesterday of his knowledge of 
the theft of a check for $1,873 from a La 
Salle street mail box on the evening of Feb. 
18. The paper was subsequently delivered 
to Stirlan & King, attorneys in the Conti- 
nental National Bank Building, anad they 
deposited it in the Commercial National 
Bank. The check was recov@red on a writ 
of replevin secured by John Hanberg, a 
tax collector, in whose name it had been 
originally made out in payment of taxes. 

The information now in the possession of 
the police was only obtained af ter a Vig- 
orous sweating process. Charles . 
Huggins, a real estate dealer at No. 225 
Dearborn street, and George Crane, whose 
office is at Room 811 in the Baltimore Build- 
ing, were induced to tell their knowledge 
of the check, aand the information thus ob- 
tained vas used as a lever with Davis. 

Davi. is said to haye gone to the office 
of Huggins last Saturday, after having ar- 
ranged to have Crane present. He pro- 
duced the check and asked that it be de- 
posited for him in some bank, saying he 
was a stranger. The check subsequently 
came into the hands of the La Salle street 
law firm and was deposited by them in their 
general account. The indorsement of John 
Hanberg had previously been forged and 
the check certified through the efforts, it 
is said, of Crane and Huggins. The pre- 
vious presentation of the check at the Hide 
and Leather Bank had aroused suspicion 
and the Cashier of the institution reported 
the matter to the police. 

Detectives Stible.and Buckminster locat- 
ed the check, as well as the man who was 
seeking to realize on it. Huggins, it is said, 
had agreed to collect the money, and for 
that purpose called on Stirlen & King last 
Monday, but it being a holiday the law firm 
could not get the money. 

Two days elapsed, and Davis, fearing he 
was being tricked, sent a ietter by special 
messenger asking Huggins to meet him that 
night at Coffey & Hanlon’s and talk it over. 

The two detectives were present at the 
meeting and captured the three men now 
under arrest. A N person believed to 
be inthe deal escaped. 

Davis maintained in a half-hearted way 
the check was given to him by a stranger 
who had offered him $50 to make the collec- 
tion. He was partially shaken from his 
story yesterday and is held at Central Sta- 
tion for further questioning, Iyspector Stu- 
art has been called into the case and Hug- 
gins and Crane turned over to him. 

Four other men are wanted in the case, 
and when these are arrested it is believed 
the operations of a dangerous class of thieves 
will be checked.

New York, Feb. 26.—[(Special.]—That the 
country house of John D. Rockefeller, at 
Tarrytown, was not looted of everything 
worth carrying off early this morning is due 
to the fact that Butler Dan Kennedy sleeps 
with one eye open, and a burglar struck 
some loud fire matches in an adjoining room. 
The country house of the Standard Oil king 
is situated on the Hudson, in North Tarry- 
town. 

The house was closed at the usual hour on 
Thursday night. The front door was bolted 
and barred and the windows were all se- 
curely fastened, because, while the house is 
fitted with burglar alarms, the wires have 
been disarranged by carpenters and are not 
working. 

The burglars, a trust n com- 
mittée of three, entered the house by the 
telephone room. They were evidertly in- 
formed about the state of the wires, and 
after pressing back the latch of the window 
with some new anti-trust weapon, raised it 
and entered. While two remained in the 
dining-room to pack up the silverware, the 
other went up-stairs to get a little ready 
money. He entered the second floor room 
adjoining the butler’s, in which was Ken- 
nedy’s trunk containing $250, besides cloth- 
ing. 

It would have been all right for the burg- 
lars if the man up-stairs had not started 
to strike matches which had evidently been 
intended for use on the Fourth of July. One 
of them exploded loudly enough to waken 
Kennedy, who seized a revolver and went 
into the hall. The burglar did the same. 
Clutching Kennedy’s $250, the burglar gave 
a shout and made a leap down the stairs. 
Kennedy shot, following, and kept on shoot- 
ing, while the burglar yelled “ Run.“ 

Kennedy reached the dining-room in time 
to see his man and two others go out through 
the window. As they went he fired twice 
and then seized a ‘shotgun, and as the trio 
went over the lawn sent the contents of 
both barrels after them.

Reason for Such Affairs. 


Under such aenditions the business-man 
may well raise inquiry as to the reasons for 
the existence continuation of such a 
state of affairs. He will find its source in 
not one but many causes. I have enumer- 
ated some, but back of these are others, the 
effects of which have within the last years 
been made manifest. Everywhere, for ten 
years past, there have been evidences of 
extravagance in public and private ex- 
penditures. Increased expenditures have 
necessitated increased taxation, and thus 
has been diverted from the legitimate chan- 
nels of trade and commerce much of the re- 
sources of the people. 

„ the Sherman act must be accounted 
the worst of our monetary enactments, it 
is only because it developed its tendency to 
destruction more speedily and aroused the 
business world earlier. Its erasement from 
the statute book leaves still a series of 
enactments which with each recurring 
period of financial atress adds to the embar- 
rassment. The needs of business are for 
such monetary measures as give a currency 
which at its weakest point is sufficiently 
strong to bear the heaviest burden which the 
business world can place upon it. The sys- 
tem which carries in it a dollar of questioned 
value makes of doubt the measure of value 
pape which each day's business is trans- 


Question of Credit. 


“ At the bottom of all this currency ques- 
tion lies that of credit, and the esteem in 
which that of this people is held both at 
home and abroad. 

“I am not unmindful of the abundant re- 
eerve wealth of our people and their purpose 
to maintain the government's financial 
honor when called upon, but a necessitated 
recurring display of strength is in itself proof 
positive of the defects of the currency sys- 
tem we ar striving to uphold, and the doubt- 
ful character which it bears. 

The interests of trade, the cause of labor, 
the undertakings of the manufacturer, have 
all today, given “hostages to fortune’ be- 
cause of the currency system which has been 
fastened upon them. It is in general and in 
detail inadequate to meet their daily necessi- 
ties, The government is striving fo main- 
tain the single gold standard of value and 
continue gold payments under conditions 
wholly unnatural and in defiance of all mon- 
etary laws and experience, Those charged 
with the responsibility of keeping untainted 
the Nation’s currency credit are denied. pow- 
ers commensurate with the difficulties with 
which they have to contend and taunted 
with unfaithfulness to duty when they bring 
into pee even the poor means at their com- 


| Burden of Currency. 

“If thus far the government has succeed- 
ed in escaping financial disgrace it has done 
so at a tremendous cost and at the expense 
of every taxpayer in the land. We not only 


must bear the burden of the Sherman silver . 


notes and of a volume of depreciated silver 
which has been injected by legislative action 
into our monetary system, but in addition we 
must labor under the load of the current re- 
demption of issues which the 
mandatory provisions of law compelling re- 
issues o not only difficult to tell the num- 
ber of, but render it well nigh impossible to 
keep a sufficient amount of gold reserve 


against. 

In the last analysis it is not difficult to 
trace the cause of this weakened condition 
of the credit of our American currency, a 
weakness made more shameful by the fact 
that our natural resources are unequaled 
by those of any other country and the enter- 
prise and skill of our people beyond that of 
every other nation. It is to be found in the 
fact that from the issuance of the first 
Treasury note in 1862 to this very day the 
inflationist has been the controlling force 
in American monetary legislation. With 
the exception of the greehback retirement 
act, passed at the request of Secretary Mc- 
Culloch, though quickly repealed, and the 
repeal of the purehasing clause of the Sher- 
man silver enactment, our statute books 
are barren of any law the design of which 
has been other than to increase the volume 
of our circulating medium. 


Inflationist Must Go. 


„Until the inflationist is dislodged there 
can be no permanent cure for our financial 
ills. When his career is ended the Treasury 
of the United States will cease carrying on 
the operations of a bank, its notes of issue 
will be paid and canceled, and their baneful 
influence lifted from all the industries of the 
land. There will then be none who, for this 
people, would suggest a dollar, whether of 
silver or paper, which is not everywhere, 
under any and all circumstances and in 
whatever quantities, fairly interchangeab'e 
with every other dollar which circuiates 
without entailing loss to any one. 

“Tonight we stand upon the eve of a 
change in the administration of the Nation's 
affairs. An administration which, con- 
fronted by vexatious problems of state, has 
made for itself a memorable place in the 
annals of the Nation, is soon to give place 
to one bearing the sanction of approval of the 
great body of the American electors. I am 
sure I but express the sentiment of all when 
I wish for the continued good of the retiring 
Chief Magistrate and for the fullest measure 
of success to his elected successor. The 
achievements of the one must be accounted 
the achievements of the American people, 
and the success of the other will be their 
success. The patriotic endeavors of both 
will go down in history as the commun 
heritage of all classes of our citizens and 
of all sections of our common country.”

Chfcagoans for Self First. 

It has required all my optimism to retain 
any belief in the existence of any loyalty to 
Chicago where self-interest intervened. 
There is not a plank in the platform upon 
which I ran for the Mayor’s office, and that 
which I later builded for myself, which 
dusiness-men of this city have not impor- 
tuned me to set aside for the sake of in- 
dividual interest. 

„A Methodist minister came to my office 
and asked: Has a Methodist any pull with 
this administration?’ I wasastonished. He 


explained he was interested in a large

He thought the charter limitations on taxa- 
tion and indebtedness were wise and should 
not be touched. 


Same Fever He Caught. 


„J observe,“ he said in another digression, 
„that the subject of clean streets is a sweet 
morsel for all the candidates for the 
What they want with the place 
I cannot imagine.

Territory to Be Covered and Accom- 
modations for Expediting Busi- 
ness Mail Delivery. 


The establishment of the new postal sta- 
tion, U,“ in the Union Depot, for which 
preparations aré now under way, will work 
an important change in the delivery of mails 
in the business section of the city, by which 
mall arriving at the Union Depot will reach 
the persons addressed from one to three 


At the outset the new station will have a 
force of fifty-seven carriers and twelve 
clerks, all taken from other stations. The 
t to be covered by this force will be 
bounded as follows: On the east side of the 
river from Harrison street on the south to 
the river on the north, and to and including 
Fifth avenue on the east, on the west side of 
the river from Polk street on the south to 
but not including Kingle street on the north, 
N but not including Halsted street on the 
west. 

Albert Jampolis, as Superintendent of 
the station, will be assisted by Thomas F. 
Scully as foreman. Robert Hattendorf will 
have charge of the money order department, 
James Hawley of the stamp department, 
and W. J. Irwin of the registry department. 


ALBERT JAMPOLIS. 


Arrangements for rapid handling of the 
mails in the new station will be most com- 
plete. A large freight elevator operated by 
electricity will receive pouches direct from 
railway mail cars and carry them to the sort- 
ing-room*on the street floor, where the 
carriers’ racks are alse located, in a room 
245 by 52 feet, and well lighted and ven- 
tilated. Below on the track level are toilet- 
rooms and bicycle-rack-rooms to accommo- 
date 100 carriers. On the floor above the 
working-room are reading-rooms, lockers, 
and other accommodations for clerks and 
carriers, and the main office to which the 
public will be admitted for the transaction 
of business. Access to this office is by stair- 
way leading up from Jackson street at the 
south end of the building. 

Work on the new station has been rushed 
by the Pennsylvania road. Operations be- 
gan Jan. 25, and the builfiing is to be turned 
over to the postal authorities on March 1.

TO PAY THE BAPTIST MISSLONS DEBT 


Conference at Immanuel Church Wil 
Seek Co-operation in the Offer 
Made by John D. Rockefeller. 


A conference will be held at the Immanuel 
Baptist Church, Michigan avenue, near 
Twenty-third street, beginning on Monday 
evening, March 1, and continuing until 
Wednesday afterngon, in the interests of 
“ Systematic Christian Beneficence.” The 
conference is one of a series being held in 
the large cities of the country by the Bap- 
tist Commission on Systematic Benefleence. 

The three great Baptist missionary socie- 
ties—the American ptist Missionary 
Union, the Home Mission Society, and the 
Publication Society—which expend for mis- 
sionary work about $1,200,000 a year, are 
seeking to induce the churches to give reg- 
ularly during the year instead of depending 
upon a single collection.

INQUEST o /GRADE CROSSING VICTIMS 


Inquiry Inte the Fatal Accident at 
Fernwood Begun by Deputy 
Coroner Saxton. 


Deputy Coroner Saxton yesterday began 
at Dahlgren's undertaking rooms, Fifty- 
eighth street and Wentworth avenue, the 
inquest on the remains of the victims of the 
collision which occurred on’ Thursday at the 
One Hundred and Third street crossing of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad. After 
hearing some evidence the proceedings were 
continued to next Wednesday. 

C. W. Sexton, the gateman at the crossing, 
testified that the gates were down and that 
the electric car approached at a rapid rate.

W. H. Whyres, the engineer of the pas- 
senger train, teetified that he was running 
at the ordinary rate of speed, and as he ap- 
proached the crossing noticed that the gates 
were down. He saw the electric car near 
the crossing, but thought it would come toa 
standstill. He brought the train tea stand- 
still as soon as possible. 

F. A. Young, the fireman of the passenger 
train, gave testimony similar to that of the 
engineer.

/RECRIVER FOR A MILWAUKEE BANK. 


F. H. Thompson Placed in Charge of 
the Commercial on Application 
of a Stockholder. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Frank H. Thompson was appointed receiver 
of the Commercial Bank this afternoon on 
application of William H. Timlin. The com- 
plaint shows that the capital stock is $336,- 
000, divided into $100 shares. Mr. Timlin 
owns 100 shares. On Nov. 16, 1896, the com- 
plaint states, the.bank was insolvent, ow- 
ing $86,000 on certificates of deposit which 
are due March 1, 1897, besides other un- 
liquidated sums, and with only $5,000 on 
hand available for the liquidation of the 
debts. 

The other assets, it is stated, will approxi- 
mate the amount of the indebtedness, but 
owing to slow collections they cannot be 
turned into cash at present. The Commer- 
cial Bank has not been in business for over 
a year, having closed its doors and gone into 
liquidation last winter. By a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court the bank Lat 
$134,000 which it claimed was owed it by 
Corrigan, Ives & Co. of Cleveland. The 
court held the bank had no claim against 
the Cleveland firm. This forced the receiv- 
ership. The. receiver furnished a $20,000 
bond. : 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 26.—[{Special.]—The 
Des Moines Loan and Trust company made 
an assignment today, due to hard collections 
in Nebraska and Kansas. Thecompany has 
stock to the amount of $160,000, the prin- 
cipal stockholders being Percival & Holton, 
real estate men of tus city. The company 
was organized by D. B. Lyons, now of Chi- 
cago.

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WATER STILL HIGH AT CINCINNATL 


Remains Stationary Aftera Rise of Six- 
ty-one Feet and Two Inches— 
Damage Is Great. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 26—What seems un- 
precedented in the present Ohio River flood 
ig its persistence at certain stages. It be- 
came stationary at 8 o' clock this morning 
at 61 feet 2 inches, and at § tonight was un-. 
changed, having remained thirteen hours at 
that stage. 

At present the condition of people driven 
from their homes by the flood 18 pitiable. 
With the mercury at 25, and steadily falling, 
their suffering increases. 

All along the river front of Cincinnati, 
from Mill Creek to the Little Miami railroad 
depot, the water extends in most places to 
second stories and in some places nearly to 
Pearl street, while it floods nearly all Pearl 
street cellars. This district includes nearly 
all the commission houses, all the coal ele- 
vators, except one, and many factories. 

But the greatest loss, damage, and incon- 
venience in Cincinnati were in Mill Creek 
Valley from the Ohio River to Cummina- 
ville, a distance of six miles. Several rall- 
roads run through this valley and they are 
lined with great factories. Near the fac- 
tories are dwellings in which the operatives 
live, very many ot whom have been driven 
from their homes. All the railroads in this 
valley are on grades above high water. 

Nevertheless a Big Four switch engine to- 
day went clear down out of sight on a side- 
track by the washing away of the fill be- 
neath the tracks. The engineer and fireman 
— themselves by jumping and swim- 
ming. 

All points above here report the river fall- 
ing fast.. Immediately below Cincinnati it 
is either stationary or receding slowly. At 
Cincinnati tonight from 8 to 8 o'clock the 
river fell a quarter of an inch.

Anti-Big Store Dealers Complain of 
the Organizers of the Consoli- 
dated Merchants’ Union. 


Northwest Side business-men in vicinity of 
Ashland and Milwaukee avenues who are 
opposed to department stores are up in arms 
against the organizers of the Consolidated 
Merchants’ Unior, whom they charge 
with having duped them into buying certifi- 
cates of membership which will be of no 
value to the cause. 

The revelation came fo them last night 
just before the mass-meeting was called to 
order in Schoenhofen Hall, Ashland and Mil- 
waukee avenues, when ex-Senator Salomon 
refused to participate in the meeting.

There is a determined effort on the part of 
the Terminal Association of St. Louis to 
prevent action by the Fifty-fourth Congress 
on a bill introduced at the first session by 
Representative Murphy providing for a 
bridgé over the. Mississippi River between 
St. Louis and East St. Louis, III. This meas- 
ure was introduced in à former Congress 
by the present Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, W. 8. Forman, who succeeded in 
putting it through the House. 

When Representative Murphy submitted 
the proposition at this Congress there was 
no limitation as to the distance between the 
existing structures and the House put it 
through in that shape.

III IN THE SCHOMAKER MURDER CASE 


Witmesses Say They Saw Him, but the 
‘Daughter’s Statements Still Per- 
plex the Police Department. 


The investigations into the Schomaker kill- 


ing only make the affair more mysterious 
than ever. A half dozen of Inspector 
Schaack’s best detectives spent the entire 
day yesterday in working on the case, but 
nothing of a positive nature as to the iden- 
tity of the person or persons who killed the 
saloonkeeper was ascertained. 

It has been demonstrated, however, with- 
out doubt, the police say, that a man figured 
in.the shooting, thus bearing out the asser- 
tion of Schomaker, who said his assailant 
wore a coat and soft black Fedora hat and 
had a black mustache. 

Inspector Schaack found two witnesses 
yesterday who will swear that they saw a 
man running south in Wells street imme- 
diately after the shooting. The man came 
out the front door of the saloon and had on 
a coat but was without a hat. This man, 
it is held, cannot be confounded with young 
Hanson, the boarder, who ran north in 
Wells street in shirt sleeves in search ofa 
doctor. The deductions of the police now 


lead them to believe that this stranger was 


armed with a &82-caliber revolver and also 
one of 38 caliber. After firing 32-caliber 
bullets into the saloonkeeper, the police be- 
lieve the assassin used a 38-caliber weapon 
which finished Schomaker. 

Tends to Exculpate Family. 

This new theory, if found to be true, com- 
pletely exculpates any member of the Scho- 
maker family from complicity. 

Yet the theory only makes the affair more 
peculiar than ever, for why, it is asked, 
should Miss Clara Schomaker persist in her 
statement that/ the assassin was without 
coat and vest? 

It is pointed out that if her assertion is 
true that she fired one shot at the murderer 
while in the saloon, and then three shots on 
the outside, all the bullets in her revolver 
are accounted for. The police say they 
found the bullet in the wall which the young 
woman claims she fired at the man. It then 
follows that the 38-caliber bullet found in 
Schomaker’s abdomen could not have come 
from her revolver, and consequently a sec- 
ond 88-caliber revolver is introduced into 
the tragedy. 

The matter of the bullets and the number 
of revolvers used is proving to be the most 
important feature of the shooting in helping 
the police.to make a deduction which will 
give them a proper working basis. 


Revolver Was Schomaker’s. 


It has now been learned that the 82-caliber 
revolver found on the floor of the saloon 
was positively the property of the saloon- 
keeper. This revolver one shot out of 
it. Schomaker told the police that he 
pressed the weapon to his assailant’s stom- 
ach and fired. It is held fair to believe thai 
this was the one shot found missing in this 
revolver. But there is every reason to be- 
lieve, it is said, that Schomaker was shot 
three times from a 82-caliber revolver. One 
of the bullets struck the saloonkeeper on the 
top of the right hand and lodged there. A 
32-caliber bullet was taken from the base of 
the brain. Another shot passed clear 
through the right cheek. This bullet has not 
been found. As the last two wounds were 
powder stained the police say it is only rea- 
sonable to believe that the missing bullet 
was also of 32 caliber. 

The last three bullets could not have been 
fired from Schomaker’s 82 weapon, which 
had only one shot missing. This provés be- 
yond doubt that two 32-calibers were used— 
one by Schomaker and the other by his as- 
sallant. 


Daughters Statement Again. 


But Schomaker also had a 38-caliber bullet 
in his abdomen. As has been stated, Miss 
Clara Schomaker has repeatedly said she 
fired four times. Lieut: Joel Smith of the 
East Chicago Avenue Station said yesterday 
that if Miss Schomaker was mistaken in her 
statement that she had fired three times in 
the etreet, but instead had fired only twice, 
then the affair would look another way. 
One bullet in Schomaker’s body, one in the 
wall, and two in the air would make the 
total number of bullets missing from Miss 
Schomaker’s revolver. 

But there are several witnesses who will 
swear that she fired three times in the 
street. Then the fourth bullet was the one 
found in the wall and her weapon could have 
had no part in the killing. 

Then only one thing remains—the 38-cali- 
ber bullet found in Schomaker’s body also 
came from. a revolver in the hands of the 
murderer, who has also been demonstrated, 
the police say, to have had a 32-caliber 
weapon. This brings a total of four re- 
volvera into the killing. 


Police Exonerate Hanson. 


Young Hanson has been exonerated by the 
police complicity in the affair. He 
acknowledged having a 32-caliber revolver 
and turned it over to the police, but it was 
rusty from disuse. The police are satisfied 
that he told a fairly straight story. 

The black fedora hat supposed to have 
been left behind by the murderer has been 
turned over to Prof. Haines, the microscop- 
ical expert of the Rush Medical College, who 
will try to ingerpret the name writen on the 
band, and marked out. The police believe 
the name to be Ed for Fred] M. Gleason.“ 
Ed Gleason, a North Side saloonkeeper, who 
was formerly a janitor at No. 200 La Salle 
avenue, was brought to the station yester- 
day; but it was demonstrated, the police say, 
that Mr. Gleason was in no way connected 
with the affair. 

The police are. still dwelling upon Scho- 
maker’s conduct on his death bed. When 
asked by Capt. Barcal if he knew the man 
who shot him, it now transpires he replied 
that he did. The dying man then asked for 
water. His lips were moistened, and he was 
asked to give the name of the man. He 
then eaid: 

O, I don't know anything about it.” 

This only adds to the mystery.

SENATOR PALMER BESTS CLEVELAND. 


Succeeds in Securing the Appointment 
of a Gold Democratic Elector 
by a Clever Retort. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.}— 
Senator Palmer got a horse on President 
Cleveland very cleverly the other day dur- 
ing a visit of the IIlinoisan to the White 
House, and occupants of the Senate cloak 
rooms are still shaking their sides over the 
encounter. The Illinois Senator had gone 
to the Executive Mansion to urge the ap- 
pointment to a Federal Judgeship of one of 
the North Carolina Electors on the Palmer 
and Buckner ticket. A judicial vacancy ex- 
ists in the Eastern District of the Tar Heel 
State, and it was the sincere wish of the 
head of the gold Democrats that one of his 
Electors should be appointed. Consequent- 
ly he named a prominent lawyer of the 
section most interested, little expecting 
that his selection would meet with any op- 
position at the White House. After the facts 
in the case and the merits of the candidate 
had been set before the President he 
startled Senator Palmer by remarking: “ It 
would give me great pleasure to favor you 
in this matter, but it seems to me it would 
only be an empty honor to nominate your 
man. Assurances have been given me that 
none of my selections for positions where 
there is any possibility of the incumbents 
enjoying a life term are likely to be con- 
firmed by the United States Senate. What's 
the use, therefore, in sending in this gen- 
tleman’s name only to have it hung up in 
a committee room? At best it would only 
be the emptiest kind of honor to make the 
nomination!”

Rattling Debate Takes Place on the

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The House to- 


day passed the Senate international monetary

It was sup- 
ported alike by Republicans, silver Repub-

TO SUPPRESS PRIZE-FIGHTING NEWS. 


Bill Introduced in Congress to Prevent 
Transmission of Pictures and De- 
scriptions of Pugilistic Bouts. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The prelimi- 
nary newspaper reports of the coming Cor- 
bett-Fitzsimmons prize fight were brought 
to the attention of the House Committee on 
Inter-State and Foreign Commerce today 


by the Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, with the re- 


sult of speedy and radical action by that 
committee. Mr. Crafts is Secretary of the 
National Reform League and has been in- 
strumental in securing Congressional action 


against prize fighting and against lotteries. 


He presented to the committee the draft of 
a bill to stop sensational reports of prise 
fighting, representing that most newspapers 
would be glad to omit the details of pugilis- 
tic events from their columns if they were 
not driven to publish them by the enterprise 
of less scrupulous rivals. 

The committee made some immaterial 
changes in the bill and then by a practically 
unanimous vote instructed Representative 


‘Aldrich of Tilinois to report it to the House. 
The text of the bill follows: : 


‘Sec. 1—That no picture or description of 


any prize fight or encounter of pugilists 


under whatever name or any proposal or 
record of betting on the same shall be trans- 
mitted in the mails of the United States or 
by inter-State commerce, whether in a news- 
paper or other periodical or telegram or in 


any other form. 


Sec. 2—That any person sending such 


matter or knowingly receiving such matter 


for transmission by mall or inter-State 
commerce shall be deemed gullty of a misde- 


meanor and shall be punishable by imprison- 


ment for not more than five years at the 


discretion of the court or by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1,000.”

FIFTEEN MORE MILES SOUGHT, 


The General Electric Street railway com- 


pany is laying its plans to extend its lines 
into Pullman and Kensington. Within a 
few weeks it will have prepared its petitions 
and an ordinance and will ask the City Coun- 
cil for a franchise for fifteen miles of streets 
within the city’s corporate limits in addition 
to the twenty-five miles it now possesses, 


These will not be presented, however, before | 


the installation of the new Council and 
Mayor. 


Under the franchises now held by the Gen- 


eral Electric company its territory is bound- 
ed on the south by Sixty-third street. It is 


the present intention to get contribyting / 


lines into those districts beyond that are 
certain to supply the most traffic. These are 
Pullman, Kensington, Park Manor, Engle- 
wood, and Jackson Park. 

The line to Pullman and Kensington will 
be as the crow flies from Washington 
Park south in Calumet avenue. The lines 
now projected by the company under fran- 
chises held by it intersect Calumet avenue 
at Fifty-seventh street. There the junction 
will be made, and cars will thus be brought 
the remainder of the distance in W. 
avenue as far north as Twenty-third street, 


Direct Line from Pullman. 

Should the franchise be granted to the 
embryonic company for Calumet avenue 
it will increase the General Electric's street 
holding by seven miles and at the sameti 
give it an excellent line, superior to any 
heretofore contemplated. It will afford a 
** bee-line route from Pullman to the heart 
of the city—about twelve miles. The only 
jog in its whole extent will be at Fifty-sev- 
enth street, where it will be ewitched over 


from Calumet avenue to Wabash avenue. 


‘The other new lines contemplated by the 
company, and for which it will ask fran- 
chises, are intersecting and branch lines, in-. 
tended to complete the system and feed 
the trunk lines. One of these will lead to 
Jackson Park and the other to Englewood.

Eckels arrived in Chicago yesterday and had 
a conference with the receiver. As a result 
of this conference Mr. Eckels decided to 
make the second distribution of funds to the 
creditors of the bank. At the time of the 
failure the deposits and other sums owing 
by the bank amounted to a little more than 
$11,000,000. More than 50 per cent of this 
amount was in the vaults of the bank, and 
the Controller decided to make the first dis- 
tribution as soon as the accounts had been 
gone over and verified. There was paid to 
creditors on Jan. 20, just one month after the 
Suspension of the bank, 50 per cent of the 
amount of their claims. There have been 
distributed therefore a little more than 
$5,500,000. The amount to be distributed 
under the dividend to be declared on March 
10 will amount to upwards of $1,100,000, mak- 
ing the total payments up to that _time 
$6,600,000. 

The payment of 50 per cent to the 8 
of the bank within thirty days from the time 
of the suspension broke the record in all 
cases where national banks had previously 
gone into the hands of receivers. The sec- 
ond distribution, which is now decided upon, 
breaks anotherrecord. There has never been 
a bank organized under the national banking 
act where 60 per cent of the amount of the 
claims was distributed under ninety days. 
The litigation that is now going on in which 
the National Bank of Illinois is involved 
has tended to complicate matters somewhat 
and has delayed the payment of claims due 
depositors. The belief is now that the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois will pay all the 
claims held against it, and there is likely to 
be something left for the stockholders. 


Believes There Is a Conspiracy. 


Edwin Gould has discovered evidences of 
a conspiracy against the Continental Match 
company. He has found that interests an- 
tagonistic to the Continental company are 
responsible for the attempts made to injure 
the corporation. There was a fire in the 
factory of the Continental Match company 
Wednesday night, and while he does not be- 
lieve it was incendiary he has found evi- 
dences of tampering with employés. In a 
telegram received in Chicago yesterday from 
Mr. Gould he says: 

In regard to the reports of the small fire 
at our factory Wednesday night we have 
been suspicious for some time that a con- 
epiracy exists between interests antagonistic 
to the success of our company and some of 
our employés. I have had detectives at our 
factory for some time on this matter and 
their investigations seem to prove that at 
least two of our employés were being paid 
by other interests toinjureus. We have con- 
siderable invested in the plant and machin- 
ery and its loss would hurt us very much 
and throw out of employment a great many 
people who ma their Living through this 
factory. We are almost ready to proceed 
against certain parties, but of course it is 
not the tools that we wish to catch, but the 
principals who pay them. I do not think the 
small fire Wednesday was incendiary, but 
there seems little doubt there has been a 
conspiracy at the factory which we are un- 
earthing.”’ 

Since the reopening of the exchange Nov. 
5 there have been sales of 540 shares of Dia- 
mond Match stock seller 30 and of 2, 
shares seller 60. This selling of Diamond 
Match has all been credited to Edwin Gould, 
but he says while some of the sales have been 
made for his account others have been sell- 
ing Diamond Match with the seller’s option 
of delivery. Mr. Gould makes no statement 
regarding the amount which is still not de- 
livered, but it is said to be small at present. 
All of the seller 20 has been delivered and it 
is claimed there are less than 500 shares seller 
60 yet to be delivered. The stock sold with 
sellers’ option of delivery was sold at an 
average price of about 112. There seems no 
doubt there has been considerable loss as a 
result of this selling. 


Sale of West Chicago i 


Announcement was made yesterday of the 
details of the sale of the West Chicago con- 
solidated bonds. This official statement, 
however, is not entirely ‘corroborated by 
those in interest. According to the an- 
nouncement given out the syndicate which 
agreed to take the bonds was formed by the 
Central Trust company and Hallgarten & 
Co. The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank of 
Chicago, it was announced, had subscribed 
for $500,000 of these bonds, and the Phila- 
delphia syndicate headed by,Elkins & Wide- 
ner were said to have taken a similar sun: 
Ladenburg, Thallman & Co. and P. J. Good- 
hart & Co. each subscribed for $250,000, and 
a number of smaller subscribers were named. 
The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank an- 
nounces the $500,000 of bonds it offered to 
take had not yet been allotted it. It is 
taken, however, as settled the plan as agreed 
upon will be carried out and Chicago will 
have a considerable sum in new bonds to 
put on the market. 

There seems to be no doubt all the bonds 
have been placed and that considerable pay- 
ments have been made upon the subscrip- 
tions. Mr. Yerkes has evidently received 
a considerable amount of money from the 
sale of these bonds and from other sources. 
He has recently been paying off loans to 
local banking houses and it is believed the 
money used came from the first installments 
of these bond sales. Asaresult of the payment 
of loans of considerable amounts made to 
Mr. Yerkes’ companies money has grown de- 
cidedly easier in Chicago. Some of the 
banks have refused td reduce interest rates 
upon country balances, notwithstanding the 
easier tone of the money market and 
the small demand there is for money from 
commercial houses.

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 

When the sundry eivil bill left the House 
it carried a total of $51,000,000, or fifteen 
millions more than last year. To this sum 
of half a hundred millions the Senate, 
which never cuts down appropriations but 
always increases them, will add about ten 
millions, Then the overloaded bill will be 
ripe for a veto. 0 

The system of continuous appropria- 
tions,” a device to expend money lavishly 
under the pretext of spending it econom- 
ically, is what has swelled the sundry civil 
bill to such alarming dimensions. A few 
years ago Congress reached the conclusion 
that when several yedrs are required for the 
carrying out of some public improvement 
contracts can be made on better terms if the 
entire sum which the work will cost is ap- 
propriated at once than if contracts for 
installments of the work are made year by 
year under successive appropriations. Since 
then appropriations which used to appear 
in the river and harbor bill are now trans- 
ferred to the sundry civil bill. 

This device of continuous appropriations 
would be economic if only necessary im- 
provements were authorized, But it is util- 
ized by wasteful Congresses to cover up for 
the moment their wasteful extravagance. 
What one Oongress has done is not appre- 
ciated fully until its successor meets and 
has to provide the money with which to 
meet the obligations that have been con- 
tracted. 

At the last session a river and harbor bill 
was enacted which authorized a number of 
these continuous appropriations. The 
amount of money which has to be expended 
during this fiscal year is small. During the 
next fiscal year it will be quite heavy. A year 
hence, thanks to the new jobs authorized at 
this session, the amount needed will be still 
greater. 

Unfortunately many of these so-called 
„improvements which have been ordered 
are not improvements at all. Many of 
them never should have been undertaken 
in panic years, when the revenues are 
scanty. Many of them should not have 
been taken in hand even with a great sur- 
plus in the Treasury. 

The average Congressman wants to “ do 
something for his district.” If there is not 
within ts boundaries a shallow river or un- 
approachable harbor on which money can 
be expended the- district certainly contains 
two or more towns which would like to have 
public buildings, even though not needed. 

In order to have some money spent in his 
district the Congressman votes for the jobs 
of all his colleagues. They in return vote 
for his, There may be no money in the 
Treasury. The government may be rtm- 
ning in debt. That does not disturb him. 
Hie has a sublime faith that the money will 
be obtainable somehow and spent in his dis- 
trict. 

The “continuous appropriation” plan 
suits Congressmen perfectly. By making 
the immediate expenditures small it enables 
them more easily to saddle their improve- 
ments on the government. The people are 
kept in the dark as to what has been done 
until they find Congress busy increasing old 
taxes or inventing new onesin order to meet 
the growing expenses. 

It is intimated that the President will 
veto this bill. He ought to do so. Ae it 
will not reach him until less than ten days 
of the session remain, he can kill it by a 
pocket veto.” The Constitution gives him 
ten days in which to consider a bill. All 
he has to do to kill the sundry service bill 
will be to hold on to it till the session is at 
an end. 

Then the whole matter will pass into the 
hands of the next Congress, which, it is to 
be hoped, will be less extravagant than this 
one has been. It should make the procure- 
ment of revenue and not the squandering 
of it its chief duty. 


THE CRETAN SITUATION, 

The outcome of affairs in unfortunate 
Crete has at last emerged from the region 
of conjecture and speculation into thé clear 
light of official statement. The Marquis of 
Salisbury, in his parliamentary reply to a 
question by Lord Dunraven, stated con- 
cisely what has been going on behind the 
scenes since little Greece so boldl? appeared 
upon the scene of action. Thepowers ha ve 
decided, first, that international occupation 
of Crete will not cease until admiuistrative 
autonomy is established; second, that Crete 
must remain a part of the Turkish Empire; 
third, that the Turks and the Greeks will 
be informed of this decision; and fourth, 
that if either shall refuse to withdraw its 
military and naval forces the powers will 
impose their decision by force upon the one 
which refuses. To carry this decision into 
practical operation the Greek troops will 
have to be withdrawn immediately, and the 
Turkish troops when autonomy is estab- 
lished. In closing bis statement the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury said: Of course the 
proposals which her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have ventured to present were recog- 
nized by the other powers as those ani- 
mating their policy.” 

That such is the case is evidenced by the 
semi-official announcement which comes 
from Russia. The latter power evidently 
was selected to notify Turkey and Greece 
of the decision, and has already instructed 
Greece to withdraw its forces within three 
days, upon penalty of the blockade of 
Athens. The further statement of Russia 
confirms that made by the Marquis of 
Salisbury. Before any negotiations can be 
had order must be restored in Crete, and 
the action of Greece must be stopped in 
order to prevent the extension of the revolu- 
tion to other parts of the Turkish Empire, 
which might imperil the peace of Europe. 
After the Greek evacuation an autono- 
mous government of Orete, under the pro- 
tection of the powers, will be established, 
— the suzerainty of the Sultan of Tur- 

ey. 
It is apparent from all this that the 
powers will not give their consent to a union 
but are ready to con- 
cede a certain degree of atitonomy. It isa 
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2 it. In the meanwhile little Greece 
retreat upon compulsion but with 
honor, and has added another gallant deed 
to the long list of her glories.

‘There does not appear to have been suffi- 


day, following the introduction of the reso- 
lution demanding the release of Sanguilly 
from the Spanish prison where he has been 
confined so long. If he were the only 
American citizen whose rights have been 
trampled upon, if othera had not suffered 
equally, and if Spain had not treated every 
protest with contempt until contempt be- 
cate dangerous, there would have been 
more excuse for the indignation manifested. 
But this thing has been going on for two 
years without demands for war vessels or 
threats of war with Spain. , Hence the inci- 
dent in the Senate can only be explained by 
the supposition that members were playing 
to the galleries. It does not add to the dig- 
nity or consistency of the affair that at the 
very time Senators were debating whether 
the resolution should be considered in place 
of regular business the Queen of Spain had 
signed a pardon for Sanguilly, he had ac- 
eepted his release, and by so doing sacrificed 
his future claims upon Spain. Thus the 
Senate was charging at a windmill, and one 
probably erected by Olney himself with this 
kind of Senatorial diversion in view. 

Of course there is no further use for the 
Senate to debate a resolution for the release 
of Sanguilly, as Sanguilly is released, and 
Spain has no further hold upon him, while 
by accepting his pardon he has no further 
hold upon Spain. The Senate should now 
devote itself to regular business and let the 
Cuban matter rest until the new administra- 
tion comes into power, which is only a mat- 
ter of six days. So long as Cleveland and 
Olney’ remain in power it can accomplish 
nothing for any American now in a Spanish 
dungeon or for the Cubans themselves. 
After Thursday next it will be in order to 
talk about the rights of American citizens 
in Cuba. They will be protected, if neces- 
sary, by sending American war vessels 
there. They will be protected, if necessary, 
even by sending American shot and shell 
into Havana. But necessity of this kind 
will not be likely to occur. There will be 
no danger of war with Spain. The new ad- 
ministration will state its policy in such a 
concise, vigorous, and determined manner 
that no American citizen will be deprived of 
his rights two years or two days, and mean- 
while Spain will understand that American 
commercial interests and property rights 
must suffer no longer. She will have to end 
the war at once or tell her butchers to pack 
up and go home. 


CHANCE FOR A VIGOROUS VETO. 

Mayor Swift has announced that he will 
veto that Aldermanic resolution favoring 
the removal of laborers from the operation 
ok the civil service law. That is well as far 
as it goes. He sfiould got only veto the 
resolution, but he should make his veto 
message so strong that the iniquity of the 
proposed change may be shown up clearly 
for all toread. Give it the hardest kind of 
a blow and one from which it will have no 
chance to recover. 
+ The Mayor has an excellent opportunity 
to read a lesson to the Aldermen who want 
to kill the merit system and set up again 
in its place the disreputable padrone plan 
of hiring laborers. The whole project is 
transparent, and the Mayor should add to 
what has been said on the subject a forceful 
official denunciation of the undertaking. 
The Aldermen are hand in glove with the 
padrones and are in the same business 
themselves. The padrone would furnish 
the laborers if the merit system were done 
away with, and he would make each la- 


But the padrone would previously have paid 
the Alderman to whom he owed his favor 
a percentage of the proceeds, or else would 
ha ve. a certain number of his men working 
for the Alderman while the city paid the bill. 

This is all a very old and familiar game, 
and was practically wiped out when the 
civil service law went into effect. It wasa 
very pretty steal all around, with the city 
the first victim and a lot of Italian laborers 
victimized on a smaller scale, but to such a 
slight extent in each case that although 
the aggregate was large no one had any de- 
sire to lose his job by making a protest. 
Besides, even when in rare cases such a 
protest was made, there was no chance of 
redress, for the padrones had always taken 
care to make the extortion apparently legal. 

It is not surprising that the Aldermen of 
a certain class should desire to restore this 
source of patronage and that they should be 
urged on by. their fellow-sharers in the 
spoils, the padrones. But the city. has had 
enough of these practices to last it always. 
The sun of the padrone has set in Chicago, 
and Mayor Swift shauld take this chance 
to make the fact known in the most em- 
phatic manner possible. 
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SAVING THE FORESTS. 

Last Monday the President issued orders 
establishing thirteen new forest reservations 
on the public domain, with an aggregate 
area of twenty-one and a third millions of 
acres, This action was taken on the recom- 
mendation of a forestry commission chosen 
by the National Academy of Sciences. Its 
members have visited all these reservations 
and have made their recommendations after 
three months of hard work, for which they 
ask no pay. 

No sooner was it known that these execu- 
tive orders had been issued than protests 
began to pour in, especially from Wyoming 
and South Dakota. The lumbermen who 
have been making free with government 
timber and have been making money by 
supplying mining camps with lumber enter 
an “ indignant protest.” 

Nevertheless, there is no doubt but what 


the action taken by the President is wise 


and should be adhered to. It may seem 
hard to men in the lumber business that they 
are not allowed to fell every tree on the pub- 
lic lands and destroy all the remaining 
forests in the Rocky Mountain States. 

But the permanent prosperity of those 
States and of others adjoining them will be 
fostered by the preservatiorfof the forests.

O'MALLEY'S FRIENDS GO TOO FAST. 

That was a rather remarkable meeting 
of the friends of AM. O'Malley in North 
Side Turner Hall which demanded that Po- 
lice Inspector Schaack, Patrolman Michaels, 
Police Operator Smith, and Assistant 
State’sAttorney Pearson be dismissed for 
‘their share in attempting to convict O’Mal- 
ley of murder. The resolution that was 
passed, after warm speech-making, provid- 
ed for the appointment of a committee of 
twenty-five to wait on the Mayor and such 


to urge that the action referred to above be 
taken. The resolution also denounced the 
indictment as having been obtained on 
jured testimony, and based the pleas for the 
punishment of the officials named on the 
ground that public safety demanded it. 

Inspector Schaack has been in the service 
of the city for many years and it will not 
be long before he will be entitled to retire. 
He has been a faithful and efficient officer, 
and many of his achievements, notably his 
work in the anarchist cases, will long be 
remembered by the public. It is rather 
serious and unusual, therefore, for a gather- 
ing of citizens to ask the Mayor to dismiss 
such an officer. 
Inspector Schaack and the other men whose 
dismissal is sought were actuated by malice 
and nothing else when they ootained the in- 
dictment of O’ Malley and tried to obtain his 
conviction; that they knew he was not guilty 

and yet deliberately sought to put him on 
trial for murder, then hardly any penalty 
could be too severe, and dismissal would be 
a mild punishment for making an innocent 
man sufferso much. But this has not been 
shown to be the case, and this proof should 
be a prerequisite of a demand for the dis- 
missal of these officials. 

Suppose that these men were not actuated 
by malice, and that from Inspector Schaack 
down all believed O’Malley was guilty and 
thought they had reasonable grounds for 
believing he was the man who committed 
the murder at the Twenty-third Ward poll. 
For it is undisputed that there was a mur- 
der, that it occurred more than two years 
ago, and that nobody has been punished for 
it yet, although it was committed and sev- 
eral persons must know who committed it. 
Now, if it be the case, as must be presumed 

| until the contrary is proved, that Inspector 
Schaack and the others were inspired by 
legitimate motives, then it would be an act 
of grossest injustice to dismiss them because 
a jury did not happen to return a verdict of 
guilty. The entire administration of justice 
in the community would be demoralized by 
such a precedent if Police Lnspectors, patrol- 
men, and State’s-Attorney’s assistants are to 
be dismissed in disgrace when they do not 
secure contictions in cases which they bring 
to trial. 

No police officer is going to undertake the 
business of arresting people and obtaining 
evidence if he knows his place depends on 
the verdict of a jury im that case, They 
know too well that evidence which they re- 
gard as strong and convincing may be set 
aside by a jury by some one of those inex- 
plicable freaks to which juries are some- 
times subjected. It would be a dreadful 
thing to establi#h the precedent for which 
these friends of O'Malley are clamoring. 

In this particular case the evidence pre- 
sented to the jurors was such that at first 
some of them believed Santry was not inno- 
cent, although at the end he was acquitted 
with O'Malley. But Santry has not been 
taking any part in this hubbub which has 
been raised in behalf of O’Malley’s out- 
raged innocence.” Then again, the prose- 
cuting attorneys hoped to get another wit- 
ness named Bingham, by whose testimony 
they expected greatly to strengthen their 
case, but Bingham was confined in an Ore- 
gon prison and could not be brought here. 
This failure assuredly tended to weaken the 
evidence of Schaack and the others in a way 
for which they were not at all responsible, 

O'Malley is an Alderman, a member of 
the legislative board of the city govern- 
ment, and of course is interested in main- 
taining the efliciency of the police force. It 
is natural that he should feel aggrieved by 
what has happened, but he ought not to 
carry bis ire to the point of weakening the 

entire department of justice in the commun- 
ity unless he has a better reason than the 
sutisfaction of a personal feeling of revenge.

Few of the four-score and ten little volumes 
will be read with greater interest and profit 
than the last, “ Municipal Reform in the 
United States,” by Thomas C. Devlin, It 
is not only, thoroughly practical but 
thoroughly American in its discussion 
of the problems which have become 
in recent years of such paramount im- 
portance to the lovers of good government 
in the great and growing and often misgov- 
erned cities of this country. 

Mr. Devlin hits the nail on the head when 
he says the science of municipal government 
in the United States is crude, that its methods 
are expensive, and governments inefficient. 
Nearly every city in the land is making some 
efforts for reform, and, while the author 
himself advocates many needed reforms, he 
does not commend in all respects the use- 
fulness of local reform societies similar to 
our Civic Federation. He doubts that ony 
one of these organizations will accomplis 
great permanent good, and says further: 

The greatest accomplishments of local reform 
societies are short-lived because fhey possess in- 
herent elements of failure. They have not suffi- 
cient courage and unselfishness. There are too 
many of their leaders who have interests at stake 
and are directly concerned in sidetracking the 
very reforms they profess to advocate. 

He regards their efforts as spasmodic and 
their work, even what is good, as tem- 
porary, for they do not study the require- 
ments of a permanent system of govern- 
ment nor Place themselves in touch with 
the best work of reform. Mr. Devlin’s crit- 
icism loses force, however, when applied 
to Chicago's leading reform society, the 
Civic Federation, for that organization is 
doing exactly what he says such societies 
neglect to do—namely: applying itself to a 
revision of laws. which permit and encourage 
municipal extravagance and rascality. The 
Municipal Voters’ gue is more after the 
style of the reform society which the author 

regards as of little permanent good. He 
says: 

Municipal reform in the United States is not so 
much a question of honest and capable men for the 
moment as it is of how to elect such men, retain 
them in office, or dismiss them if they prove other- 
wise. It is not spasmodic and sensational reform, 
such as has been accomplished at times, that is 
wanted, but the establishment of permanent good 
government that will deserve and command the un- 
qualified respect of all who come in touch with it. 
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This is an opposite view of the subject to 
that taken by Carl Schurz in an address be- 
fore the National Conference for Good City 
Government at Philadelphia three years ago. 
There is not a mynicipal government in 
this country which will not work well when 
administered by honest, public spirited, ca- 
pable, and well trained men,” said Mr

MACHINERY IN DEPARTMENT STORES. 


H. R. Hughes Discusses the Effect of 
Cheapened Laber on Supplies 
and Prices. 


Chicago, Feb. 25.—[{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—As is well known, the opportunities for 
work have decreased of late years owing to 
the increased use of machinery. Another 
effect of machinery has been the cheapen- 
ing of production. It has been an axiom 
of political economists that a decrease in 
cost will find its equivalent in an increase 
of consumption, and consequently of men 
employed. Unfortunately, in spite of more 
than a natural increase of population (the 
accretion being mostly unskilled), this claim 
is now found to be untenable. This fact is 
now 4 self-evident that no one seriously de- 
nites it. 

Stocks of shoes, furniture, clothing, and 
fancy goods have of late years gone begging 
for consumers. There have been plenty of 
sellers, but few buyers. The most tempting 
reductions have only slowly reduced them, 
which shows that low prices do not always 
— a proportionate increase in consump- 

on. 

It is said the wants of man are unlimited 
and the ingenuity of man goes hand in hand 
with his wants. It is claimed from this 
that so long as man has new wants to sat- 
isfy there will ever be new avenues of work 
fer the unemployed. This claim, again, is 
only a partial truth, as hundreds of thou- 
sands of willing workers will testify. 

There is another kind of machinery at 
work to displace labor besides that which 
is impelled by steam and electricity. That 
machinery has for its component parts hu- 
man beings and is impelled by capital. Ref- 
erence here is made to the machines for dis- 
tributing the product of human industry— 
the middlemen—who form so large a propor- 
tion of our population. Capital newadays 
is doing with this class what machinery has 
done to the artisan, and department stores 
are some of its workshops. These stores 
are reducing the profits of handling by the 
rapid turning over of stocks. The rapid 
turning over of stocks acts like the swift 
rotation of a machine. It brings down 
prices. It disposes of a great deal of help, 
and by a division of labor calls only for an 
ordinary, cheapened form of labor. 

Again, we look in vain for the panacea 
foretold by the political economist. The de- 
crease in prices has not effected a corre- 
sponding increase in consumption; nor, con- 
sequently, for help to handle the goods. 

Where are we to turn for the remedy for 
this state of affairs? Or is it to continue 
as the natural outcome of social evolution? 
Can the thinking world possibly. come to 
Herbert Spencer’s conclusion, that adapt- 
ability to environment is the only hope for 
the pressure of economic laws"? This doc- 
trine of adaptation may be true regarding 
‘nferior creatures, but man is surely not 
a creature of circumstances entirely. By 
his superior intelligence he can often rise 
above them. He can make the elements of 
his deetrucgion his slaves; he can bring 
order from chaos; he can make the wilder- 
ness to blossom as the rose. His social laws 
all make for the recastine of his so-called 
“natural environment,” Do they not aim 
to protect the weak against the strong, the 
poor against the rich, the virtuous against 
the vicious? 

If the entire wants of this country can be 
supplied by two-thirds of its workpeople at 
an average of nine hours’ work a day, it 
seems only reasonable to propose that the 
working hours should by law be reduced 
to six hours. This would absorb the other 
third. A system of labor bureaus through- 
out the country under government control 
could easily determine the condition of the 
la bor market from time to time. 

H is machinery to be a really great 
blessing to man without some such adjust- 
ment? The objections to the measure pro- 
posed are of course apparept. This country 
would have to isolate itself commercially 
from the rest of the world. It would cause 

lent convulsions for a time in the country 
itself by the ing of contracts. Fur- 
ther, it would bring an enormous influx of 
people here from less favored shores, seek- 
ing work. But since the remedy appears the 
only logical one for the conditions we must 
not abandon it, but seek to inculcate the idea 
at home and abroad. Australia, the young- 
est of the family of nations, has the princi- 
ple in practice, while we are hardly think- 
ing of it. a 

There are many objections to the suppres- 
sion of department stores. It would be much 
like the early attempts to suppress machin- 
ory. which were abandoned almost at their 
inception. A ogee J law would be to make a 


ern works are taking desirable contracts at 
$18 per ton. Bars are unchanged, but orders 
for 900 cars by one railway, with numerous 
others, increase the demand, and p.ates are 
required for two great elevators at Chicago. 
Important contracts for export continue, and 
American makers undersell foreigners in 
tin plate by 70 cents, and are selling cotton 
ties below 75 cents, for which $1.10 was 
charged by importers a year ago. 

With lese rapidity, but yet steadily, other 
industries are gaining. Although brown 
our-yard sheetings are an eighth lower, and 
print-cloths a sixteenth lower, it is found 
that several cotton mills have started, not 

covered by the restrictions as to print-cloth 
works, which is carried out. Increasing de- 
mand has also started quite a number of 
woolen mills, including many making dress 


goods and hosiery. The demand for men's 


woolens is also somewhat better, especially 
for heavyweights, and there are improving 
sales of better qualities. 

Wool Sales Are Heavy. 

Sales of wool have been 38,317,200 pounds in 
four weeks, against 22,366,800 in the largest 
previous year, 1892, and the great establish- 
ments are believed to have supplied their 
possible wants for some months ahead, a 
single purchase of 1,300,000 pounds South 
American cross-bred being the most im- 
portant noted this week. 

Wheat enjoyed a brief rise, then dropped 
over three cents, and closed 2% cents lower 
for the week. While Western receipts are 
40 per cent smaller than last year, for the 
last four weeks, Atlantic exports (flour in- 
cluded) in the same weeks, have been 6,340,- 
415 bushels, against 7,043,577 last year, and 
the exports of corn have been 8,405,552 
bushels, against 4,195,282 last year. The 
increase in corn more than makes up in for- 


eign consumption for the decrease in wheat. 


Cotton rose 3-16 cent, though without ma- 
terial change in movement. Better reports 
of manufacturing in England and starting 
of some miills here give hope of better de- 
mand. ;

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Transactions on the Stock Exchange this 
week were absolutely professional, and the 
market has been more than usually irreg- 
ular in its tendencies. Large financial in- 
terests are inclined to wait upon events, 
while the factors which influenced the 
smaller traders were of am uncertain and 
changeable character. 

The principal events of the week were in 
connection with the Cretan question and its 
relations to the European money and se- 
curities markets and the revival of the Cuban 
discussion in Washington. As to the first of 
these, the earliest developments indicated 
that the powers would probably interfere 
between Greece and Turkey and thus pre- 
vent a breach of the peace. This checked 
anything like‘a panic in the London and 
continental markets, but the later informa- 
tion concerning the lack of a definite pro- 
gram on the part of the powers and the re- 
calcitrant attitude of Greece seems to be 
a wet blanket upon the entire European 
financial situation. London’s influence has, 
consequently, been a negative one. 

At home the discussion of the Cuban situa- 
tion in the Senate and the rumors concern- 
ing the attitude of the American Consv!- 
General of Havana, Gen. Lee, togethér with 
the newspaper comments and rumors of the 
subject, were used with bearish effects, cven 
if the street on the whole displayed less sus- 
ceptibility to such disturbing influences. 
This, however, may be accounted for in a 
large degree by appreciation of the fact that 
the advent of a new administration and the 
expiration of the old Congress in a few days 
limits the probability of any serious action in 
the premises. It may be also mentioned 
that the certainty of an extra session of Con- 
gress immediately after March 4, at which 
revenue measures will be agitated, has a 
tendency to limit the disposition to do an;- 
pre and is, sentimentally at least, a bear 

actor. 


VANSANT DEFENDANTS PLEAD GUILTY. 


Wood Young and Dr. C. E. Fisher Bot- 
tle Up the Chicago Beach Hotel 
Horsewhipping Sensation. 


When the horse-whipping case of Wood 
Young, and Dr. Charles E. Fisher was called 
in Justice Prindiville’s court yesterday the 
room was crowded with people called out to 
revel in the details of the Chicago Beach 
Hotel sensation. But the defendants disap- 
pointed them by pleading guilty and accept- 
ing a fine of $10. The plea was the result of 
a conference between Attorney Rosenthal, 
representing the defendants, and Attorney 
Knight, representing J. Riley Vansant, the 
young man who was struck by a lash in the 
hands of defendant Young. Miss Florence 
Young, in whose interest the horsewhipping 
is said to have been administered, failed to 
appear. Vansant is the manager of the 
National Publishing .company of Philadel- 
phia. He was formerly a close friend o 
Miss Young. ' 


The Executive and Finance committees of the 
Chicago Underwriters’ Association held a meet- 
ing yesterday to discuss the proposed changes in 
the force of employés of the association. As was 
stated in The Tribune of yesterday the Finance 
committee recommend the leasening of the force 
employed in the inspection department and the 
abolition of the daily inspection reports. 

At the meeting yesterday President Teall sub- 
mitted a statement of his position in the matter 
and expressed surprise that any dissatisfaction ex- 
isted as to the conduct of the association. He is 
supported in his position to retain the present 
force of employés by the Executive committee. It 
was decided to postpone all action in the matter 
at least until the quarterly meeting of the asso- 
clation, which will be held in April. It is be- 
lieved President Teall will be supported in the 
conduct of the affairs of the organization. al- 
though changes probably will be made in the 
force of employés in the association to reduce the 
expenses to some extent. * 

The action ot the Finance committee has aroused 
agents and it is probable the matter will not be 
allowed to remain in the present condition. The 
proposed reduction in the expense account is es- 
pecially acceptable to the agents who have a gross 
receipts contract with their companies.

Rothschild & Co. for selling alleged imitation 
kimmel, against Frank Bros. for selling al- 
leged Old Tom” gin, kümmel, and Hen- 
nessy’s brandy, and against the Simmons 
company for disposing of Hennessy brandy. 

The searching party went first to the 
Martinique company’s former quarters and 
then to Kinzie street, arriving about 9 
o’giock.

In the Workrooms. 


In the roomy quarters on the first floor 
employés were engaged in washing bottles, 
pasting om fresh labels, and packing cases 
ready for shipment. A large stock of goods 
intended for shipment was found, also large 
quantities of whisky and spirits in barrels, 
and chemicals, coloring matter, condiments, 
and other accessories to a big business in the 
manufacture of various wet goods. Skele- 
ton” cases of Angostura bitters were ob- 
served ready for the liquor to be poured in. 
the cases being declared to be counterfeits 
of the genuine article. In convenient reach 
there were stencils and plates, and a stove 


was in operation where some kind of bitters’ 


was being cooked. There were bottles with 
counterfeit J. A. Gilka kümmel labels on 
them which were being filled with a fluid in 
ciose imitation of the color and taste of the 
genuine. Packages of labels were confis- 
cated. 

In the establishment on the second ficor, 
which is run under the name of Charles Kly- 
man, operatives were labeling and filling 
bottles of alleged vermouth, and cases and 
bottles of Angostura, Hennessy, Old Tom,“ 
and Martell goods, under alleged counterfeit 
labels, were seen ready for the consumer. 
Old labels were being washed off Angostura 
bottles, and fifty clean and empty bottles 
of the same shape of Angostura were stand- 
ing in a row ready for filling. There were 
fancy shaped bottles for show window pur- 
poses filled with alleged absinthe and creme 
de menthe. 

The searching party ransacked both places 
at will, meeting with no impediments after 
getting in until one of the attorneys began 
to rummage in a package which he thought 
might be labels. One of the girls said it was 
her clothes, and it was probed no farther. 
At first the employés of the Davis company 
did not want to let the constable in, but 
they yielded as soon as a show of force was 
made. A demand was made for a receipt 
for the articles taken away, but! none was 
given. 

Some of the labels were found to bein every 
detail the same as those on bottles of alleged 
bogus liquors purchased recently from down- 
town retailers The labels on Hennessy 
brandy showed differences in detail of vines 
and grapes, and inaccuracies in the printing. 
The bogus labele were blurred, but the re- 


d semblance was close enough to deceive even 
the habitual! buyer of the goods. The water-. 


mark of James Hennessy & Co. in the neck 
label was imitated in the bogus labels by 
faint printing on the back of the paper. 
There were also found packages of bogus 
caps for Hennessy bottles. 

The imitation of J. & F. Martell cognac 
labels was a palpable fraud to any one used 
to the goods, the silver printing being with- 
out gloss, and in one figure in which there 
are three flagstaffs in the criginal there are 
only two in the copy, though there are three 
flags. 

Close Copies of the Genuine. 


The bogus James E. Pepper & Co. labels were 
close copies of the genuine, the chief differ- 
ences being slight inaccuracies in the form 
of figures and in the colors. The Gilka 
kimmel labels showed inaccuracies in the 
forms of figures and faces on the medals. 

The bogus Angostura Bitters labels, print- 
ing, signatures, wrappers, and all, showed 
differences in the paper, printing and signa- 
tures, chiefly in the shading. The face of 
Dr. J. G. B. Siegert, which is that of an old 
man in the genuine, is transformed into that 
of a sickly youth in the imitation. These 
labels are wholly similar to a bunch of 1,000 
or more captured from the Gold Medal Dis- 
tilling company about six months ago, indi- 
cating that the business of selling counter- 
feit labels is carried on on a large scale. 

It is alleged that the imitation goods are 
gold all over the country, even under the 
noses of the importers. There is no law 
against such practices in the Federal Crim- 
inal Code, though the sale of these bogus 
goods is a fraud against the customs iaws 
of the country.

New York, Feb. 26.—J. A. Horsey, a di- 
rector of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
way and for many years representing im- 
portant foreign interests in American rall- 
roads, is dead at Chelseaford, England, as 
the result of an accident while in London 
several days ago. He was once prominent 
in the Cleveland, Akron and Columbus ralil- 
road, being Vice-President at the time 
Henry S. Ives’ friends stole a march on the 
management and got control through a re- 
ceivership.

After that had stood a while a 
mayonnaise dressing was poured over all, 
made of a teaspoonful of paprika (a bit of 
cayenne would do), four tablespoonfuls of 
lemon (half may be of vinegar), a pint of oil 
and the yelks of two eggs.
